Farm Chemical 
Tests Proposed 


FRESNO, (/#)-——The joint legis- 
lative interim committee on agri- 
;culture has before it today a pro- 
|posal. for the appointment of a 
|“disinterested board” to test and 
|pass on new agricultural chemi- 
| cals before they are released for 
}use by farmers. 

The proposat was made at a 
jhearing here yesterday by John 
|Quail, assistant Fresno. county 
|farm adviser. Quail told the com- 
;mittee that thousands of acres 
lof cotton in the area have been 
damaged through use of weed- 
| killing hormohe spray, 2, 4-dm. 

“Companies by and large use 
jthe farmers to do their experi- 
|menting for them and make them 
|pay for it,” Quail said. 
| W. C. Jacobson, assistant to 
jthe director of agriculture, said 
| there are regulations designed to 
curb the use of dangerous chemi- 
|cals. He said all new chemicals 
|must be passed on by the state 
|department of agriculture, and 
{dust and spray applicators must 
be licensed by county agricultur- 
al commissioners. 

Quail expressed a fear that if 
untried chemicals are used too 
much their reputation may be 
;damaged to the point where the 
|publie will 
market.

on Aug. 12—Soviet Vice Con- 
sul Zot I. Chepurnykh sailed 
last night aboard a _ freighter 
for Russia. 

Before Chepurnykh sailed, he 
expressed belief the severing of 
Soviet-American consular rela- 
tions was “for good”. 

Asked whether he meant the 
action would be beneficial or was 
for all time,. he said: 

“Decide that for yourself.” 

Saying his farewells at the 
consulate, he told reporters: 

“I have the greatest respect 
for correspondents who spend 
time building up and cementing 
good relationships ... ” he 
looked around, threw up _ his 
hands in a gesture of despair. 
As he left the consulate, Chep- 
urnykh said he was on his way 
| to LaGuardia field. Later—af- 

ter newsmen located him aboard 

the Soviet freighter Marshall 

Govoroy at a pier in Jersey 

City, N. J.—he denied he had in- 
' dicated he‘was going to depart 

by plane. 

Asked if he ever intended to 
return to the U. S., the vice con- 
sul shrugged his shoulders and 
said, “Maybe, who knows.”

LOS ANGELES #—A former 
Glendale minister charges he was 
forced to leave his home on threat 
of arrest because he had contract- 
ed leprosy, but Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, 
Los Angeles county health officer, 
says it isn’t so.

“He called my wife at 4 p.m.,

“After running me out of town 
on pain of immediate arrest as a 
public menace, they quarantined 
}my house, placarding it for public
